BRITISH RAIDS 
GAIN TWOFOLD. 


Improve Own Morale. 


Win Three-quarters of Mile 
Since First of Year. 


Gen. Maurice Tells of Work 
on Ancre and Somme. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

LONDON, Feb. 15, 4:55 p.m— 
Maj.-Gen. F. B. Maurice, chief of 
military operations at the War Of- 
fice, who has returned from France, 
said te the Associated Press today 
that since the beginning of the new 
year British trench raids have 
netted a gain in ground to an aver- 
age depth of three-quarters of a 
mile over a front of 10,000 yards and 
the capture of 2000 Germans, and 
also have greatiy encouraged the 
British troops. On the debit side of 
the ledger, Gen. Maurice said, the 
total losses of the British have not 
been as great as the number of Ger- 
man prisoners. 

“Since I saw you a fortnight ago,” 
said the general, “I have had a 
chance to see the results of our 


raids, which, as you may have no- 


ticed, are divided into two forma, 
those on the Somme front, where we 
are securing the new ground, par- 
ticularly observation points, end on 
the remainder of the front, where we 
raid the enemy's trenches, worry the 
Germans and improve our own 
morale.

learning from them that they had 
killed three American cowboys, as 
they said, in a fight. 

The cowboys were Mormon refu- 
gees from Mexico, who had come to 
the border during the Orozco rev- 
olution. when Jose Ynez Salazar 
raided the Mormon colonies and 
forced the Mormon settlers to flee 
to the border. 

Peterson, Jensen and Acord were 
among the refugees who came out 
with the first caravan. After stay- 
ing in El Paso they came to Hachi- 
ta and took up homesteads south of 
here. They were living n their 
ranches at the time they left to go 
to the Corner ranch to round up 
some cattle. That was the last seen 
of them alive. 

STORY NOT OBTAINED. 

As there was none of the residents 


of the ranch left after the raid Mon- 
day, the connected story of the raid 
cannot be ascertained, but, as far 
as can be learned here and at the 
Acord ranch, the Mexican ‘raiders 
under Miranda appeared at the 
ranch just before noon, forced the 
ranch cook to prepare dinner and 
were eating when Peterson, Acord 
and Jensen rode up to the ranch 
without knowing the Mexican raid- 
ers were present. Having but one 
pistol, the three men were quickly 
surrounded and made prisoners. 
They were then believed to have 
been taken across the line and 
killed. 

Jose Ynez Salazar threatened soon 

to raid an American city or town 
and kin all the American men, ac- 
cording to Bunk“ Spencer, the 
American negro, who, with his Mex- 
ican wife, is being held for ransom. 
him the following message to take to 
the border: 
“Tell the Ame n people that 
Gen. Jose Ynez Salazar is going to 
visit them shortly 2d distribute a 
few pounds of lead in their midst. 
Just as soon as the forces I am ex- 
pecting reach me I shall strike some 
Amefican city or town, and no 
American force or Carranza army | 
will prevent me from carrying out 
my plans. Columbus will be as 
nothing compared to my strike. 

“During my stay I will make every 
effort to protect American women 
and children, but the men of ‘gringo 
land’ will have to take care.” 

The bodies of the three American 
cowboys will be brought here from 
the border tomorrow in wagons and 
arrangements made for their burial. 

SCOUT’S STATEMENT. . 
_ Splilisbury’s statement telling of 
the finding of the bodies across the 
line in Mexico, made to an Associat- 
Press correspondent tonight, fol- 


ows: 

“We left Campbell's ranch at day- 
break this morning and headed 
southward toward the Corner ranch. 
From there we went west by south 
until we found a beaten trail made 
by horses’ hoofs. We followed this 
well-defined trail for more than a 
mile until it seemed to scatter in all 
directions. We picked up each in- 
dividual trail and followed them un- 
til they crossed into Mexico. At 
last, along about 4 o'clock this aft- 
ernon, we followed this last trail, 
which led three miles into Mexico. 

There, beside a clump of cactus, 
we found the bodies of our murdered 
friends lying in their blood The 
earth near the men was torn up 
with the marks of their feet, as if 
they had put up a struggle. Some 
dosens of empty shelis for both 
ride and revolver lay near by. The 
Mexicans had : ripped the bodies to 
the skin.”

NEW PUNITIVE INVASION 
AT HAND, IS INTIMATION. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Feb. 15.—A 
hew punitive expedition may 
be ordered into Mexico to punish the 
Mexican raiders who attacked a 
ranch at Hachita, N. M., and cap- 
tured four American citizens. This 
intimation was given in a high quar- 
ter tonight, after it had been learned 
that an official of the War Depart- 
ment during the day had held sev- 
eral conferences as to measures 
which should be taken for dealing 
with the latest outrage against 
American rights. 
The view is understood to obtain 


that an adequate force of American 
cavalrymen should immediately take 
up the “hot trail” of the bandits and 
hunt them down in the desolate 
areas of Northern Mexico, where

they are supposed to have taken ref- 
uge. Official disclosures of the gov- 
ernment's decision are expected to- 
morrow. Tonight officials withheld 
absolute information as to whether 
steps had been or will be taken. 

In some unofficial quarters the 
opinion was expressed that the 
American cavalrymen already have 
taken up the pursuit and that infor- 
mation as to their movements is 
being suppressed to give them a 
good start on their mission. 

If the government acts, it probably 
will do so without ascertaining how 
Carranza regards the proposed steps.

ALL ON THE RUN. 


United States Troops Recover 
78,00% Guns from a Nation that 
was Said to Have Only 7000. 
Search Covers Many Miles of 
Territory.

SAN PEDRO DE MACORIS (San- 
to Domingo) Feb. 7.—United States 
marinés still are scouring the coun- 
try apout the large sugar estates in 
this fsection of the island for the 
bandit Vincentito Evangelista, de- 
ascribed as the worst “bad man” still 
at large in the republic. Evange- 


scattered by constant pursuit by the 
marines and no crimes that can be 
laid to his band have been reported 
for about three weeks. Evangelista 
is credited with having murdered at 
least thirty men and as long as he is 
at large there is considerable uneasi- 
ness felt, particularly by American 
sugar planters, most of whom live in 
remote districts. 

In their search for bandits, ma- 
rines under Lieut.-Col. Hiram Bars 
have covered more than 2500 miles. 
mostly on foot, and have recovered 
fully 5000 rifies and revolvers from 
Dominicans. 

The search for arms is expected to 
be continued until every weapon in 
the republic has been turned over to 
the military authorities. It is said 
that nearly 75,000 rifies and revol- 
vers have been gathered up in all 
sections. On their assumption of 
control here the American military 
authorities were told by Dominican 
Officials that there were not to ex- 
ceed 7000 rifles in the country. 

Gen. Chacha, who recently sur- 
rendered, was the “jefe de orden” 
at the Consuela sugar estate, the 
largest in the republic. When the 
marines landed at Macoris Gen. 
Chacha let it be known that he 
would resist any attempt at military 
interference in his district. As the 
marines neared the Consuela estate 
several shots were fired and the ma- 
rines immediately replied. Five ne- 
gre employees were killed and two 
wounded. Shortly afterward Albert 
Bass, manager of the estate, per- 
suaded Chacha to give himself up. 

As compared with som others Gen. 
Chacha is said to have been a gen- 
tleman bandit. He is not known to 
have killed anyone, but he was nev- 
ertheless all-powerful in his district 
and was relied on to swing elec- 
tions in his district for whichever 
Presidential candidate offered the 
best terms.

What? Get Money Out of Our 
Careful City Council. 


Child Bureau Asks in Vain for 


Small Contribution. 


Ambulance is Provided for 
Tabbies and Dogs. 


. BY ALMA WHITAKER. 


The Finance Committee of the 
City Council feels that Los Angeles 
cannot afford to contribute $500 for 
the child bureau, but it giadly 
passed an appropriation of $2800 
the same week for an ambulance for 
cats and dogs. 

Which is the reason why the child 
bureau, which was the outcome of 
the famous baby week of last year, 
inaugurated by the Federation of 
Woman's Clubs, is alding no fewer 
than 632 mothers in the rearing of 
healthy young citizens * the tune 
of more than 1000, chiefly on love 
and air. 

People doe not kao much about 
thie modest bureau, for which the 
Chamber of Commegce has found a 
free home, for which a dozen kindly, 
clever men and women physicians 
give their services absolutely free, 
and to which earnest young mothers 
flook in their hundreds to learn how 
to have, to keep, to raise, to train, 
those better babies of which the 
country is in euch need. The club 
women know about it and ee 
necessary, support it, but as the City 
Council, when first approached, lent 
such an amiable ear to that modest 
request for $600, a general campaign 
for funds has not yet been started. 
The city's cold refusal, within «a 
couple of days of giving that $2800 
for the cats and dogs, came a6 a 
blow to the earnest women who 
have worked so hard in the 
cause. 


SHORT ON INCOME. 


The bureau, which is associated 
with the government bureau at 
Washington, was instituted last Sep- 
tember, with a capital of $21 left 
over from the $1500 raised for the 
famous baby week. And since 632 
mothers have hastened to take ad- 
vantage of ite educational curricu- 
lum it is pretty obvious that it 
filled a very real want. Mothers 
want to know how to raise fine 
healthy babies, especially American 
mothers, for about 98 per cent. of 
them are Americans, whose hts- 
bands are clerks, shlesmen, the re- 
spectable home-loving, modest in- 
comed class. But the only income 
the bureau has received since its 
inception ie 980, contributed by the 
Los Angeles District Federation of 
Women's Clubs, the Friday Morn- 
ing Club, the City Mothers, the 
Business Women's Civic Club and 
the Averil] Study Club. The bureau 
has sent out 722 posteards alone,

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 13. —- Ire the 
Editor of The Times: 1 The Rev. Mr. 
Seleocman in his recent sermon on 
motherhood gave voice to his opin- 
ion of birth control, and, as an in- 
dividual, he has undisputed right to 
that opinion and to express it. But 
Mr. Selecman bas not qualified as 
an expert on that subject; therefore 
his opinion should have no more 
weight than that of any other ro- 
spectable citizen, and not as much 
as the opinion of a recognised 
thinker upon matters that directly 
affect the welfare of society.

present agitation in favor of limit- 
ing offspring advocates, or has advo- 
cated homicide or abortion. The agi- 
tation or movement, as I understand 
it, has for its object the repeal of 
such laws as are opposed to the dis- 
semination of information to those 
ignorant of means to prevent o- 
ception. 

The idea of limiting population is 
not a new one. From Malthus to the 
present time thinking men have 
advocated such limitation: among 
them Mr. Huxley, who said: “Since 
no amount of labor can produce an 
ounce of foodstuff beyond the max- 
imum producable y a limited num- 
ber of plants under the most favor- 
able circumstances, in regard to 
those conditions which ere not af- 
fected by labor, ft follows that if 


certain charitable ladies in New 
Hampshire, investigating the poor- 
h in that State, discovered 
three generations of the same fam- 
ily, all having feeble minds, living 
in the same poorhouse at the ex- 
pense of the State. This was only 
one of many like instances, and, 
probably the record ean be dupili- 
cated in every State in the Union. 
Would it not have been better for 
society to have prevented the moth- 
ers of these incompetents from giv- 
ing birth to them? 

There are laws in some of our 
States against the wanton destruc- 
tion of oak trees. But no sensible 
person would approve of convic 
one under that law who simply de- 
stroyed an acorn; yet the acorn has 
the same relation to the oak as the 
microscopic life cell has to the hu- 
man. 

It is a well-known fact that over- 
multiplication exists principally 
among the poor, ignorant and in- 
competent. Modern conveniences, 
sanitation and all that modest - 
dependence brings, do not render 
women unfit for motherhood, and 
classes are rel- 
atively small.

Know Who's Fathering Make- 
haste, Make-waste Movement. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 15, 1917.— 
[To the Editor of The Times:] The 
statement in a Sunday morning pa- 
per, “Effort being made to fool pub- 
lic, says Hamilton,” (meaning those 
who oppose the flood control bond 
issue are trying to fool the public,) 
needs investigating. If there is any

The Federal govern- 
ment asks that the city, 
State or someone assume the dam- 
age liability, procure the rights of 
way, etc. This can be worked out 
by getting State aid, and the coun- 
ty or the land owners whose lands 
will be reclaimed paying the bal- 
ance without any bond issue. 

Who is putting this plan up to the 
people as a full and complete plan 
of flood control? Let us see about 
it: Posts and piles, wire and brush 
and cobblestone dikes, are to be used 
to control floods and channels are 
to be changed. The county has had 
its full of that kind of flood pro- 
tection when channels are changed, 
and now are the defendants in al- 
most a million dollars’ worth of 
damage sults on account of using 
such flood protection, and in com- 
Paratively small districts where 
channels were, changed. What will 
this wholesale use mean? Simply 
that the county is lable to be bank 
rupt paying the damages. And what 
good is such flood control? 

I shudder when I think what may 
happen in an attempt to divide the 
San Gabriel River “50-50 at the 
island with this class of work.

He was the 
friend of the United States and as 
such influenced the English govern- 
ment from recognizing the South 
during the Cwu War.

own son died before he did, so chat 
his grandson when a mere lad in- 
herited the title of Earl Russell II. 

Lady Russell before her marriage 
to the Earl was the widow dt the 
German Count von Arnin. She is 
noted as a writer, for her wit and 
for her striking personality. She is

CAVALIERI AND MURATORE SING 


| | TO BIG AUDIENCE. 


By Edwin Schallert. 


When the musical world’s most 
famous beauty and one of its most 
noted and brilliantly-successful sing- 
ers come to town together, people 
will travel a long way to see them. 
Lina Cavalieri and Lucien Muratore 
made their tlong-heralded local 
debut last night at Shrine Audito- 
rium, to an audiente that well nigh, 
though not quite, fled the vast 
elongated amphitheater, wherein is 
staged everything that js going to 
be too big in matter of at- 
tendance to fit rtably in any 

A certain noted writer once sald 
that there is only one thing worse 
than being talke@ about. and that 
is not being talked about. Cavalieri 
and Muratore are not included 
among those who are not talked 

bout. tor mers beauty hints 
have long been the breakfast food 
companion of the matinee girl; her 
phonograph records have proved the 
delectation of the canned music 
connoisseur; her physical charms 
have been the source of inspiration 
for sculptors, painters. perfume 
manufacturers and beauty doctors. 

And Cavalieri, despite the fact she 
is no longer four and twenty, is still 
a remarkably beautiful woman. No 
doubt most of the persons who took 
ion of Shrine fast night came 
to feast their eyes on the attractive- 
hess of this famous star. and len- 
ture to gay that 90 per cent. of them 
found it quite up to expectations for 
alluringness, making some slight. 
allowances for the fact that Mme. 
Cavalieri has grown a trifle more 
portiy than of yore. 

Cavallert's face is singularly fasci- 
nating. It su certain paintings 
of Rossetti. You might imagine her 
at times as the hereine of a D’An- 
nunzio drama, or again as Dante's 
Beatrice, especially on account of 
the Grecian circlet of diamonds. 

After Cavalieri’s beauty the most 
substantial feature of the concert last 
night was Muratore’s exquisite tenor 
voice. Ne organ of greater richness 
and joveliness has been heard here 
in many a day. The power of its 
beauty ewept in compelling waves of 
sound to the last tler of seats in the 
auditorium. I wish we could hear 
him n the full display of his ac- 
complishment would be permitted, 

namely, on the operetic stage. 

DRAMATIC TYPE. 

Muratore has a singularly robust 
appearance for one whose song par- 
takes so much of the lyric quality. It 
is perhaps this very strength that 
gives him so much dramatic emphasis 
in his work. But as with all artists 
whose real sphere is the stage, all 
these things do not assume their full 
proportions in concert. 

The lower tones of Cavalierts 
voice still have much of their native 
soft Umpid Guality, but in the high- 
er reaches (I of course use the 
word “reaches” without 
her tones have a tenden- 
cy to ome shrill and aMicted | 
— tremolo, especially when she 
forces her tone. With the freedom 
of the stage she might appear to 
better advantage than in concert. 
Nothing she gavé had a more ap- 
pealing quality than the encore, 
“Mattinatta,” by Tosti, which was 
comfortably in her lower compass 
Her personality is the chief charm ae 
her work. 

The programme lacked the 
miliar quality which it seems to 
me would have been an asset in the 
case of a concert such as this. The 
event Was more of a popular char- 
acter, and its appeal would have 
been heightened by numbers well 
known to the pubiic. — * Ha- 
banera from “Carmen,” he 
best of Cavalieri’s selections, 
the only really well-known feature, 
aside from the Neapolitan songs, 
which were cleverly and delightfully 
given by her and Murat as the 
closing numbers. Muratoré’s oper- 
atic numbers were marked by the 
fervor and distinction that 
familiar with 


striking effects. 
I have never seen —

culty of solving the problem of flood 
control for this county, and obtain- 
ing the necessary money therefor. 
All should understand, however, that 
the sum of four and a half millions is 
insufficient to carry out the neces- 
sary works. 

“We realize also the urgent need 
of undertaking the task of flood 
control at as early a date as pos- 
sible, but to start wrong is worse 
than not to start at all. 

“We realize further the still more 
difficult task of attempting to pro- 
vide sorely-needed protection with 
an inadequate amount of money. We 
believe, however, that under mate- 
rially different plans, even the in- 
adequate sum of four and a half 
million dollars would make a per- 
manent first step in the solution of 
the flood control problem. Unfortu- 
nately, much of the work contem- 
plated in the report is not perma- 
nent, but merely temporary, and its 
certain failure will discourage future 
efforts. 

“We do not consider. therefore, 
that the plans as a whole would 
adequately meet the flood control 
problem of this district.” 

AS TO HARBORS. 

The engineers say they consider 
the plans for the protection of Los 
Angeles and Long Beach harbors 
well designed and adequate. In this 
connection Congressman-elect H. Z. 
Osborne yesterday made a state - 
ment showing the 
proposed bonds to the harbors. 

“The silting up of the harbor has 
been a serious question for years,” 
says Mr. Osborne. “Engineers esti- 
mate it will cost an average of 180. 
000 a year to dredge out this silt 
and for several months each year 
the harbors would be pled to 
the extent of the volume of the silt 
deposited,” 

Mr. Osborne says the $500,000 for 
a diverting dam at Domingues, for 
the protection of the harbor. ob- 
tained from Congress, is immediate - 
ly available, and this being known 
as a “continuing project,.”” the re- 
mainder of the $1,080.000 will be 
available under a future rivers and 
harbors bill. But before the money 
really can become available certain 
conditions must be fulfilled. The 
conditions are those referred to by 
the board of engineers. and Mr. Os- 
borne outlines them thus: “Before 
any work is undertaken by the 
United States, assurances satisfac- 
tory to the Secretary of War shall 
be given that the city or county of 
Los Angeles, or other agencies, will 
provide the right of way. defray the 
cost of necessary roads and bridges, 
adjust all damage claims and main- 
tain the improvement efter its com- 
pletion.” 

ASSURANCES GIVEN. 


Mr. Osborde points out that as- 
surances that these things would be 
done had to be given, unofficially, of 
course, before even the $500,000 
could be appropriated. He notes that
